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ADVANTAGES OF GROUP SELLING IN THE 


UNITED

E NEED to earn more dollars from the United States market 
is still as pressing as ever. Many ideas have been put forward 
to promote greater sales, some good, some bad and some in- 

different. Here, in this idea of group selling, there seems to be 
something worth more than just a cursory glance. Certainly it 
will not suit everyone; there are many ways in which it can be 
done, and in each case there are many details which have to be 
worked out. But the idea may be useful in helping quite a number 
of firms, who up till now have been a little afraid of venturing into 
the United States market but who, if they can work together might 
find their position strengthened. 

It may seem a little academic to discuss these methods without 
actual cases, but the idea is what we are concerned with here rather 
than with particular applications of it. 


Balanced Line for Salesmen 
Any importing house which carries more than one line is, after a 


fashion, doing a job of group selling. ‘That is the way in which 
most of our exports to the United States are at present sold. British 
exporters of diverse, if complementary, types of goods often use the 
same agent. That, as experience has shown, undoubtedly works 
well not only in the United States but throughout the world. On 
one side most exporters are satisfied with it, especially if the house 
they are dealing with is a reputable one, has experience in the goods 
and shows results. After all, many exporters feel that they require 
very little more. It is a most suitable way for someone who has a 
speciality line or who has large production. On the other side, 
the importer has not got all his eggs in one basket : what he has got

is a balanced line for the salesman. He has a wider range and a 
most varied one, which is possibly useful if some of the goods he 
sells are likely to change with fashion, or if the trade is a seasonable 
one. He has a broad coverage and as a result has a wider experience 
of the market. 

The grouping of items which form, as it were, the importer’s 
portfolio, is in many cases fortuitous, It is the result of contacts 
which he has made and the experience he has gained. What we 
have in mind in talking about group selling is not this kind of effort. 
It is more a conscious effort on the part of exporters. 


Logical Development of U.K. Method 


Let us look at one or two of the ways in which it can be done. 

One method of group selling can be followed where a firm in the 
United Kingdom controls the production of several lines, generally 
many of them complementary. This, of course, makes group 
selling an easier task, for the initial getting together of the producers 
is not such a difficult problem. In many cases it has been done for 
selling British goods in other markets. To do it for the United 
States market, more difficult though it may be, is more a logical 
development of what already exists than a new initiative. There 
are many instances which will be apparent of how a producing 
group in the United Kingdom has, in fact, already followed this 
method in the United States market. 

Another method is that where a selling organization has been 
specially set up to tackle a wide range of goods not necessarily 
complementary and as often as not in no way linked in production. 
This can be done in many ways, Often it is accomplished by one 
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export house in the United Kingdom buying there. The goods are 
then sold through its own affiliated organization or subsidiary company 
in the United States. The items the sales organization buys may 
indeed be as varied as those which are handled by the ordinary 
importer, and might run from marmalade to motor cars. Generally, 
however, where this method is being followed at the present time, the 
sales organization tends to specialize in three of four main lines. 
Ultimately, but perhaps more theoretically, there is really no limit 
to the variety of its interests. ‘This method has already been tried 
by several British export houses in the last few years. 

The merit of this method is that the United Kingdom manufac- 
turer has at his own doorstep an organization which provides him 
with the selling outlets he wants. It undertakes, on his behalf, the 
organization of what amounts to his own sales force in the United 
States. The goods he has to sell are paid for immediately and he 
thus, to some extent, cushions the selling risk which is taken over by 
the exporting house’s sales organization. Again, what the importer 
is doing is to use a ready-made and expanding sales organization, and 
is thus saved some of the difficulties which he would normally en- 
counter in setting up a sales organization for himself. In doing so 
he is, as it were, cashing in on experience which has already been 
gained. 

Another way in which group selling can be done is by the formation 
of a sales company to sell the products of a group of British manu- 
facturers, all in more or less the same line of business. The initiative 
for this must be taken in the United Kingdom. There, several 
manufacturers will get together and arrange to market their products 
through a selling organization, which, in one form or another, is their 
own. As they are all in the same line of business but as all have to 
offer a somewhat different product within the main group, they save 
a good deal in the overhead costs of selling in the United States market. 
At the same time the group can afford a larger organization than any 
one member in it and can cover more of the country, or cover a part 
of it much more intensively. 


Co-operative Effort 


This method has much to commend it, for in a way it spreads the 
market risks. As yet it has only been tried out in one or two instances. 
No doubt it has its difficulties. It is hard to get it started. It needs 
a considerable amount of really co-operative effort on the part of the 
British firms concerned who perhaps too often think that they can 
tackle this market from scratch on their own, little realizing the cost 
which will be involved. 

Not only does it need a co-operative effort but it needs a certain 
amount of goodwill on the part of various firms making up the group. 
There is, for example, the problem of how to avoid the criticism that 
the sales company is favouring one particular line against another. 
However, these are not insuperable difficulties. ‘This method should 
have some attraction for the smaller firm where with the production 
of others, it can stand a better chance of selling and, what is equally 
important, servicing its goods in this market. It is a pity in some 
ways that it has as yet not been tried by more firms. 

There is one other method which is perhaps not strictly group 
selling but which is, in one or two cases, also being worked out, and 
that is where a group of firms or interests get together for sales pro- 
motion, although keeping their sales organization separate. What 
this means in practice is that these firms decide to come into a scheme 
to run a promotional campaign for ‘‘ buy more X’’, an item which 
they all produce. Where for some reason or other group selling as 
such is not a practical proposition there may still be some advantage 
in a joint promotion effort. Each one on its own would possibly have 
to pay much more for adequate promotion than could be done by a 
joint effort. 

Of course here again there are difficulties. For example a firm 
may not want to join such a group because it may feel that by doing 
so it is sinking its own individuality, just as a firm might not want to 
join a selling group because its speciality products would lose much 
of their identity and attraction. A firm may think that the value of 
its trade name or its trade mark is more important than the co-opera- 
tive effort. Where, however, these considerations are not overriding 
there is something to be said for the idea of group selling. 


Selling Geographically 


No one has yet thought of doing some kind of group selling as it 
were geographically. There are many parts of the United States to 
which British goods are as yet strangers. One idea which has been 
put forward is that a group of British exporters to this market, who

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Employment, Production and Exports in the Cotton 


and Wool 


INCE EARLY in 1948 a Committee consisting of the Parlia- 

mentary Secretaries of the interested Departments has been 

concerned with measures for maintaining an adequate supply of 
labour for the Textile industries, and in securing the most productive 
use of labour in those industries. The Committee set up Regional 
Labour (Textile Industries) Committees in the North West Region 
and in the West Riding of Yorkshire, in each case under the chairman- 
ship of the Regional Controller of the Ministry of Labour, with repre- 
sentatives of the various Government Departments concerned, to 
deal with local aspects of the problems of the two industries. In 
addition, special working parties of Government officials were set up 
in the South Western Region to help the West of England wool 
industry , and in the Southern Region for the Witney blanket industry. 
A Textile Machinery and Accessories Committee was also set up to 
deal with difficulties in the supply of machines and components. 
With the improvement in the labour situation in the cotton and wool 
industries, the Committee has now been formally dissolved and this 
article gives some account of its work. 


Recruitment 

There has been a steady improvement in the numbers of school 
leavers entering both industries. In the 12 months from November 
1948, some 5,000 were placed 
in cotton and 3,000 in wool.

campaign centred round the slogan “‘ Britain’s bread hangs by Lanca- 
shire’s thread.’’ The wool campaign slogan was ‘‘ Come on York- 
shire—Let’s get spinning, let’s get weaving.” 

Other publicity measures in both Lancashire and Yorkshire have 
included mobile exhibitions, posters and wall newspapers. In 
addition local town production drives were held in 13 Lancashire 
towns culminating in the election of a Textile Queen. 

Improved Amenities in Cotton and Wool Mills 

In 1948 the cotton industry was granted licences for building work 
costing over £1 million for improved amenities for workers and 
costing over £3} million for expenditure on extensions to productive 
capacity. In 1949 the figures were £660,000 on amenities and nearly 
£1} million on production. In 1950 the rate of expenditure on 
building work has been maintained for amenities and increased for 
production purposes. Expenditure in the wool industry on building 
work was £1-3 million for production purposes and amenities in 1948, 
and {1-2 million in 1949, of which about ten per cent. was for amenities. 
In 1950 the amount of building work approved has increased substan- 
tially and was £870,000 during the first four months. 


Recruitment of Foreign Workers 
The cumulative total of foreign workers, including Poles, placed in 
the cotton industry since recruit-

largest sources of new entrants. 
Between September 1947 and 
April 1950, the manpower in the 
cotton industry increased by 
41,000 and in the wool industry 
by 24,000. But there is a heavy

ment started in 1947 until the end 
of December 1949, was 11,197 
including 4,813 in 1948 and 1,423 
in 1949). In addition to these 
there will be some foreign work- 
ers who have transferred from 
other occupations to the cotton 
industry. In the wool industry 
the total was 7,135 (includ- 
ing 2,596 in 1948 and 1,072

the industry or leaving it for 
other reasons) and the actual recruitment into each industry is a great 
deal higher than the net increase in total labour force. 

The increases in recruitment and those in production have been 
helped by a number of measures stimulated by the Headquarters 
and Regional Committees, including the following :— 

(a) National and regional publicity measures. 

(b) Encouragement to firms to improve amenities in cotton and 
wool mills. 

(c) Recruitment of foreign workers. 

(d) Provision of day nurseries by Local Authorities and firms. 

(e) Provision of hostels by the Government (through the National 
Service Hostels Corporation). 

Some account of these activities is given in the following paragraphs. 


National and Regional Publicity Measures 
A special press advertising campaign has continued throughout the 


period in all the Lancashire and Yorkshire towns. The cotton

may already operate separately on, say, the Eastern Seaboard, might 
think of going further afield as a group-selling activity. By so doing 
they might, if only experimentally, consider tapping some of the grow- 
ing markets of the West, the Mid-West and the South and South-West, 
and indeed in some other sections of the country. It is an idea which 
no one has yet tried out but it is one which, one of these days, two or 
three firms might consider worth the experiment. 

Enough thought has not been given yet by exporters to the possi- 
bility of the group idea. Admittedly there are often initial difficulties, 
some of which have been discussed above. That is possibly why so 
few groups have yet been formed. It takes a certain amount of 
initiative and there may be many teething troubles, but there are also a 
good many points in its favour. A group effort can have the value of 
a subsidiary but at a cheaper cost. 

One thing to remember is that this market is large. Another is 
that the production of most British firms is comparatively small. Lump 
these productions together through one selling organization. The 
market then becomes less inaccessible. It is the old story of unity 
being strength. 


in 1949) At the present 
time Italians are being recruited for the wool industry, and, in 
smaller numbers, for cotton weaving. 


Building of Day Nurseries by Local Authorities and Firms 


Since February 1948, special attention has been given to the pro- 
vision of nursery schools, nursery classes and day nursery accom- 
modation in the cotton areas. Local Authorities have provided new 
day nursery accommodation in the cotton areas for 863 children and 
in the wool areas for 155. The industries themselves have provided 
places for 1,612 (cotton) and 278 (wool) respectively. Work is also 
in progress, or at least plans have been approved, covering accom- 
modation for 1,643 places in cotton, of which 1,384 places will be 
provided by local Authorities. | For wool, 964 places are planned, of 
which 928 will be provided by Local Authorities. 


Hostels for Foreign Workers 


Accommodation has been provided in Government Hostels in 
Lancashire for 465 women and in employers’ hostels for 1,200. In 
Yorkshire accommodation has been provided in Government hostels 
for some 2,339 workers and in employers’ hostels for 1,530 women 
and 470 men. 


Further Measures to Improve Recruitment and Production 
Further measures taken to improve recruitment and production 
include the encouragement of training within industry schemes; 
an assisted travel scheme for certain workers in the cotton industry; 
discussions with the industry which have led to improvements in 
particular sections, e.g., increase in the number of overlookers in the 
weaving section; the recruitment of part-time workers; improvements 
in the supply of particular accessories, e.g., card clothing; and opening 
of factories in areas where immobile women are readily available for 
employment on processes which can be carried out away from the 
main factory, e.g., burling and mending. In Yorkshire nearly 3,000 
women and girls were recruited from the South Yorkshire coal mining 
areas and travel daily by special buses to employment in textile towns. 


Redeployment 
In recent months a major step towards increasing productivity in 
the weaving section of the cotton industry has been taken by the 
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industry itself, the two sides having reached agreement on a new wages 
system based on the recommendations of the Cotton Manufacturing 
Commission under the Chairmanship of Mr. Moelwyn Hughes, 
K.C. It will be open to firms in the industry to operate the new sys- 
tem as an alternative to the existing ‘‘ Uniform List ’’. 

In the wool industry a course of lectures at Leeds University, 
which was suggested by the Committee, has proved eminently success- 
ful and has stimulated a great deal of favourable interest on both sides 
of the industry. The two sides are working jointly on mill experiments 
in conjunction with the Research Association and there is active inter- 
est and co-operation in pressing forward with the adoption of work 
study methods to increase productivity.

It will be seen from the above that annual production of cotton 
and rayon yarns in 1949 was 26 per cent. higher than in 1947, and that 
of cotton and rayon cloth 29 per cent. higher, but in making this 
comparison, it must be remembered that 1947 was a bad year owing 
to the fuel crisis in the first quarter. (In 1949, however, yarn pro- 
duction was 4 per cent. higher and cloth production 8 per cent. 
higher than in 1948, though total manpower (mid-year figure) rose 
by 44 per cent.) Wool

These figures show that from 1947 to 1949 annual production of 
worsted yarn rose by 27 per cent., and of woven wool fabrics (excluding 
blankets) by 22 per cent. In 1949, worsted yarn production was 
7 per cent. higher and cloth production 6 per cent. higher than in 
1948, though total manpower (mid-year figures) rose by less than 
3 per cent. Exports of wool cloth were 40 per cent. higher in 1949 
than in 1947 and the rate in the first four months of 1950 is 50 per 
cent. higher. 

In the result, there has been a substantial improvement in the general 
condition of the cotton and wool industries during this period. A 
substantial increase in labour force, and a still greater increase in 
production, has been achieved, and there has been a considerable 
improvement in the reputation and internal well-being of these 
industries. 
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Import and Export Prices in May 


THE price index for total imports in May was 132 (1947 = 100), 

compared with 131 in April. This small increase was due largely 
to a rise of two points (from 22 to 24 per cent. above the 1947 level) 
in the index for food, drink and tobacco imports, though prices of 
manufactured goods also showed a small upward movement. The 
raw materials index showed no change compared with April ; wool 
prices, which in recent months have been responsible for a large 
part of the upward movement for this class and in total imports, 
actually showed a small reduction compared with April and this 
just offset increases among the remaining raw materials. 


Export prices increased from 118 per cent. of the 1947 level to 
119 per cent., mainly as a result of a sharp upward movement— 
from an index of 120 to 124—for textile manufactures. Prices 
of metal goods remained unchanged at 17 per cent. above the 1947 
level and the price index for other manufactures increased from 
109 to 110.

Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn, including 
waste, for the week ended June 10, 1950, was 18-89 million Ibs, 
compared with 16-86 million lbs. in the previous week. 

Total production for the 23 weeks ended June 10 was 465-99 
million Ibs. against 437-52 million lbs. in the corresponding period 
last year. 

The number of operatives at work decreased to 109,010 compared 
with 109,410 in the previous week. 
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Changes in Plywood and Hardwood 


Control 


THE Board of Trade announce the following changes in the control 
of plywood and hardwood with effect from July 1 :— 


Partial Decontrol of Plywood 

All plywoods other than those manufactured in Russia or Finland 
(excepting large size brands) and Douglas fir manufactured in the 
United States or Canada are freed from consumer licensing. 


Hardwood 

All restrictions on acquisition and use of ash (other than American) 
and Honduras mahogany are removed. From the same date balsa 
and rock elm can no longer be acquired, disposed of, used or consumed 
without a licence.

Some Utility Quilt Prices 


Increased 


‘THE Board of Trade have made two Orders—The Utility Quilts 

(Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1950 (S.1. 1950 No. 1048, price 
3d., by post 4d.), and The Utility Quilts (Maximum Prices) (No. 2) 
Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 1047, price 3d., by post 4d.). 

The first Order, which replaces the Utility Quilts (Manufacture and 
Supply) Order, 1948 (as amended), provides that all fillings used in 
Utility quilts must conform to B.S.I. standards and prohibits the use 
of second-hand fillings. Minimum buying prices for fillings have 
been dropped, with the exception of that for mixtures of feathers and 
downs. This Order no longer fixes manufacturers’ maximum prices 
for quilts, which are now transferred (see below) to the second Order, 

The second Order, which replaces the Utility Quilts (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1950, now fixes manufacturers’ maximum prices, as 
well as wholesalers’ and retailers’ overriding prices, for Utility quilts. 
For three descriptions of quilts—down, heavy kapok and light kapok— 
the former prices are increased. ‘The increases vary from 4 per cent, 
to 6 per cent. for down quilts, from 3} per cent. to 44 per cent. for 
heavy quilts and from 2 per cent. to 4 per cent. for light quilts. The 
prices for wadded quilts are unchanged. 

The Order now provides for retailers’ maximum prices to be rounded 
upwards to the nearest penny. 

Both Orders will come into operation on July 3, and copies are 
obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, or through any bookseller or newsagent. 


Price Increase of Galvanized 
Hollow-ware 


HE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regula- 

tion Committee, have made an Order* which permits manufac- 
turers of galvanized hollow-ware to increase their prices by 5 per 
cent. from July 3. This increase in price is caused by the recent 
increases in the price of zinc.

The minimum weight of 
cloth of specification No. 209G has been reduced to 134 ozs. and not 
by 13} ozs. as stated. 
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Prices of Utility Cotton 
Handkerchiefs 


N ORDER has been made increasing wholesalers’ and retailers’ 
“maximum prices for some Utility cotton handkerchiefs. 

These higher maximum prices, which average about 2 per cent., 
allow for recent increases in the price of cotton cloth on account of 
devaluation. 

The new Order, which consolidates the amendments to the Utility 
Handkerchiefs (Maximum Prices) Order, 1947, is the Utility Hand- 
kerchiefs (Maximum Prices) (Amendment No. 5) Order, 1950 
(S.I. 1950 No. 1032). It comes into force on July 3, and copies are 
obtainable, price 2d. (by post 3d.), from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, or through any bookseller or 
newsagent. 


Native Cattle Hides and Calf 
Skins Decontrolled 


HE Board of Trade have made an Order* coming into force on 

July 1, 1950, which revokes the Order (The Native Cattle Hides 
and Calf Skins Order, 1948, 5.1. 1948 No. 296) controlling the acquisi- 
tion, disposal and maximum prices of native cattle hides and calf skins. 

Native cattle hides and calf skins which are the property of the 
Ministry of Food will in future be sold by public auction under the 
arrangements already explained in the announcement given on page 
1319 of last week’s Board of Trade Journal. 

Other native cattle hides and calf skins may, however, be bought 
and sold, on and after July 1, 1950, without restriction.

Paper and Board Price 
Changes 


ROM Monday July 3, paper and board will be freed from price 

control, with the exception of newsprint, mechanical printing 
paper and kraft liner board. In the case of the last two items there 
will be no price control on imported material. At the same date there 
will be an increase of £2 3s. 9d. per ton in the standard prices of 
newsprint and increases ranging from 3 per cent. to 7 per cent. in the 
maximum prices of the other two items. These adjustments take 
account of further increases in the cost of imported woodpulp and 
other factors. 

The changes are made under the Newsprint (Prices) (Amendment) 
Order (S.1. 1950 No. 1033, price 1d. (by post 2d.) and Paper (Prices) 
(No. 2) Order, 1950 S. I. 1950, No. 1034, price 3d. (by post, 4d.), 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, or through any bookseller or newsagent. 


Shortage of Protective Clothing 


A DEPUTATION from the trade associations and trade unions in 

the retail food trades made representations on June 21 to Mr. 
Hervey Rhodes, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, on the 
shortage of protective clothing. 

The Parliamentary Secretary assured the deputation that the Board 
of Trade had this problem very much in mind and that it was already 
receiving special attention from the Committee set up under his 
Chairmanship to consider the Cotton Utility Scheme, which was 
announced by the President on May 11. 


Interim Retail Prices Index 


AT May 16, 1950, the official index figure, which measures changes in 
the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 114, the same figure as at 
April 18. This is announced by the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service. 
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Interim Index of Industrial Production

1.0.8. SURVEY NO. 25, ‘‘ The German Coal-Tar and Benzole 

Industries during the period 1939-1945,’ has been prepared by 
G. H. Fuidge, Chief Physicist, and A. L. Deadman, of the South 
Eastern Gas Board; in it the authors have collated the information 
contained in some seventy individual reports issued by British 
Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee, etc., to give a connected 
account of pre-war and war-time conditions in the German high- 
temperature tar, low-temperature tar and benzole industries. 


In an introductory historical and general survey it is shown that 
between the wars the amount of high-temperature tar distilled more 
than doubled, and that during recent years tar distillation developed 
almost entirely under a few large syndicates, including such well- 
known companies as Rutgerswerke A.G. and Gesellschaft fur 
Teerverwertung (G.f.T.). The methods of distillation of high- 
temperature tar are described, reference being made to special plant 
such as, for example, the G.f.T. continuous still. The products of 
distillation are dealt with in detail under the general heading of pitch 
(medium-soft and hard), road tars, tar-oils, anthracene, naphthalene, 
phenols and tar-bases, and the more important commercial applica- 
tions of the various products are indicated.

detail. Pure coal-tar chemicals have been isolated more extensively 
and on a larger scale in Germany than in this country, and methods 
of manufacture of some of the more notable compounds are outlined. 


During the war low-temperature tar was an important source of 
liquid fuel: a chapter on low-temperature tar deals briefly with the 
Krupp-Lurgi and the Lurgi-Spulgas carbonization processes and 
describes the processing of the tar products, mainly by distillation 
and by hydrogenation. 


The section on the benzole industry includes the history of benzole 
production, methods of refining, and specifications covering the 
characteristics of the German refined benzole, toluene and coumarone 
resins. An account of marketing methods gives information relating 
to the Benzin-Benzol Verband (B.V.), including an indication of 
benzole prices.

IGURES now available of supplies to the home market show 
decreases in April, but, nevertheless, for most items, supplies were 
higher than a year earlier. The weight of imported tobacco retained 
for home consumption fell by 17 per cent. in April and was 8 per cent.

market was lower than in March, adults’ machines falling by a fifth 
and juveniles’ by a tenth, but compared with April 1949, adults’ 
cycles were over a third higher and juveniles’ 4 per cent. up. 

In the radio trade a seasonal fall in the number of sets available to 
the home market usually occurs in March, followed by a rise in April, 
but this year these movements occurred earlier, an increase taking 
place in March followed by a fall of nearly a third in April; neverthe- 
less, the quantity available in April was 3 per cent. more than that of 
a year earlier. 

During the three months February to April, total supplies of hollow- 
ware fell by more than a tenth in value compared with the previous 
three months, the only types that were more plentiful being

enamelled, stainless steel and copper wares; compared with a year 
earlier, the total was 4 per cent. lower, only enamelled and tinned wares 
showing rises. 

Safety-razor holders fell by more than two-thirds during the first 
three months of the year, but were a tenth higher than during January 
to March 1949. Supplies of safety-razor blades fell by 4 per cent. 
during the first quarter of this year, but were over a quarter higher 
than in the comparable period of last year.

Production Rose Sharply in May 


ESPITE the Whitsun holiday, production by the rayon industry 

rose sharply during May. ‘Total output was over 17 per cent. 
higher than in April, continuous filament yarns being up by 16 per 
cent. and staple fibre by 17 per cent. The respective weights of 
continuous filament yarns and of staple fibre have been surpassed 
only by the record figures of last March. 

Although May 1949 was a holiday-free month, total production 
during May of this year was over a quarter higher, continuous 
filament yarns rising by 12 per cent. and staple fibre by over a half.

Samples by Air Mail 


OME commercial firms who had hoped to extend their overseas 

trade by sending samples by air mail will find that their efforts have 
had the reverse effect if they do not pay more attention to the regula- 
tions for making up postal packets for transmission at second-class 
postage rates. 


Samples, printed papers, commercial papers, small packets, and 
blind literature may be sent by air mail, but in order to qualify for the 
reduced postage rates applicable to second-class mail they must be 
made up in accordance with the regulations relating to the respective 
categories as shown in the Post Office Guide, and one of the rules which 
is common to all categories of second-class mail is that the packets 
must be made up in such a way that they can be easily examined. 

Senders should remember that, in general, any article prepaid at 
second-class mail rates must not be sealed down, must be super- 
scribed to show the category of the article (e.g., ‘‘ Sample ’’) and must 
not contain a current letter. Exceptionally, samples of food or 
substances which would be spoiled if not hermetically sealed are 
subject to special conditions, details of which are given in the Post 
Office Guide, or can be obtained at any Post Office.

and clearances by 18 per cent. Foreign tonnage accounted for 
36 per cent. of the total entrances with cargo compared with 39 per 
cent. in April ; for clearances the proportion was 31 per cent., as 
against 30 per cent. in the previous month. 

Among the shipping recorded as entering in ballast, 1,209,000 tons 
net, the tonnage with passengers only, 374,000 tons, yielded the highest 
daily average since before the war. For vessels calling solely to take 
on bunkers (46,000 tons) the daily rate was the lowest for over five 
years, but for other vessels entering in ballast the rate was about the 
same as in April. 

Total clearances in ballast during May aggregated 2,344,000 tons 
net, of which 863,000 tons related to vessels which loaded bunkers 
only ; the daily rate for this category was the highest since last 
September. The tonnage clearing with passengers only (293,000 tons) 
was the highest since August, while daily clearances of other vessels 
in ballast differed only slightly from the April figure.

Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 


Foreign trade arrivals and departures with cargo were, with one 
minor exception, higher than in April at all port areas both in total and 
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the previous month were affected by the London dock strike, arrivals 
were the highest since last December, while departures from that area 
were the second highest since August 1939. Arrivals at the Mersey 
and North-west Coast were the highest for over ten years, as were 
departures from the West Coast of Scotland.

Charge on Manufacturers’ Stocks 
of Fertilizers 


HE Treasury have made the Fertilizers (Charges) Order, 1950, 

which comes into force on July 1, 1950, and imposes a charge on 
all stocks of materials for the manufacture of fertilizers, and of 
fertilizers, held by manufacturers on July 1, 1950, on which excep- 
tional profits would accrue by reason of the increases in the prices 
of fertilizers made by the Fertilizers (Prices) (Amendment No. 4) 
Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 919), which is also effective from July 1, 
1950. 

The object of the charge is to withdraw profits on stocks held by 
fertilizer manufacturers on July 1, 1950, of both materials which 
they have acquired at prices subsidized from public funds and 
fertilizers which were made from such materials.

Supplies of Plywood 

Asked whether he could free plywood from control, in a similar 
fashion to the recent decontrol of native and imported hardwoods, 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said he 
presumed the questioner meant reversion to private purchase, not 
freeing of control over consumption. The Government had recently 
decided that imports of plywood from a large number of countries, 
excluding Finland, Russia, Sweden and dollar sources, should be 
handed over to private trade. ‘The possibility of extending this list 
of countries would be kept under review. He would also very shortly 
be freeing from consumption licensing all those types of plywood 
for which he was satisfied that supply was reasonably likely to meet 
demand. 


Import of Silks from Cyprus 


The President was asked why the import of silks from Cyprus 
was not permitted unless they were to be re-exported. He replied 
that restrictions on the importation of silk goods from all sources had 
been imposed because of the restrictions imposed on our own producers 
by a shortage of raw material. There had been no recent applications 
to import silk goods from Cyprus, but in the interests of developing 
local industries there, he would say that a request for the import, 
without re-export condition, of a reasonable quantity of silk woven 
in Cyprus would be sympathetically considered. 


Supplies of Newsprint 
The President said it was estimated that supplies of newsprint 
allocated for delivery to all home users might amount to 615,000 tons 


in 1950, as compared with a total usage of approximately 566,000 tons 
in 1949 and 1,200,000 tons in 1938-39. 


Nylon Stockings 


Asked to what extent supplies of nylon stockings to the home market 
were showing any increase from the latest scheme which was linked 
with increased exports to hard currency markets, the President 
replied that the scheme had been in operation only seven weeks and 
it was too soon yet to assess its effects, but the early indications were 
promising, and he was confident that it would result in increased 
exports to hard currency markets. This in turn would enable manu- 
facturers to offer more stockings for sale on the home market. 


Sisal Rope and Twine 

The recent advances in prices of sisal rope and twine were due to 
the substantial increases in sisal prices at the beginning of the year, 
and were approved by the Central Price Regulation Committee, it was 
stated. Concurrently with the advance in sisal rope prices, there 
was a reduction of about 10s. Od. a cwt. in the price of manilla rope 
as a result of a fall in the price of raw manilla. 


Raw Cotton Commission 


The President was asked whether his attention had been drawn to 
the net loss of £7,356,650, excluding the sum appropriated from 
Reserve Fund, by the Raw Cotton Commission in respect of the 
chargeable accounting period ended July 31, 1949; and what action 
he proposed to take in the matter. 

The President replied that he did not consider that any special 
action was required. Paragraph 6 of the Annual Report of the Raw 
Cotton Commission for the year ended July 31, 1949, showed that 
the major element in the loss of £7-4 million to which the question 
referred resulted from the necessity to write down stocks held on 
July 31, 1949, owing to the decline at that date in replacement values. 
This reflected the effect of changes in world prices described in 
paragraph 4 of the Report and had been subsequently more than 
offset in the immediately following six months, when the net profit 
after similarly revaluing stocks was £8-7 million. Changes of this 
nature were expected when the Commission were set up and were 
required to balance their accounts on “‘ an average of good and bad 
years.” 


Beer from Czechoslovakia 
Imports of beer from Czechoslovakia in January to April, 1950, 


were 199 bulk barrels valued at £1,483 c.if., it was stated. Payment 
was made in sterling. 


Imports of Timber 


The President said that substantial contracts for timber had been 
placed in North America, Yugoslavia, France, Poland and in Finland 
where the Finnish Sawmillers’ Association had a commitment to 
supply 225,000 standards of softwood, approximately the quantity 
received in 1949. A contract with Russia was signed on June 13 
for 153,000 standards of softwood for shipment this year. In addition, 
the Russians had an option subject to mutual agreement on specifica- 
tion and shipment dates for a further 50,000 standards up to July 15. 
A further Russian contract, signed on June 10, would provide 65/ 75,000 
fathoms of pitwood. Negotiations with individual shippers in 
Sweden and Norway continued; he had no doubt that further quanti- 
ties would be purchased there, but it was impracticable at this stage 
to say what they would amount to. 

It was too early to anticipate supplies for 1951 from any of the 
sources he had named. ’ 

Arrivals of softwood from Sweden in the first five months of 1949 
were 35,000 standards and 45,000 standards in the same Period of 
1950. Arrivals of mining timber during the same periods of 1949 
and 1950 were 51,500 standards and 52,200 standards respectively. 
Average annual arrivals of softwood from Sweden in the years 1946 
to 1949 were 221,000 standards; the corresponding figure for mining 
timber was 67,000 standards. Further arrivals in 1950 from Sweden 
could not be estimated until buying negotiations were completed. 

Asked the f.o.b. cost of softwood imports from the dollar area in 
1947, 1948, 1949 and 1950, the President replied that it was not in 
accordance with normal policy to reveal f.o.b. costs. The c.if. 
value of softwood imports from Nerth America was :— 

1947 £44,787,000 

1948 £23,479,000 

1949 £18,594,000 

1950 (4 months ending April 30) 
£461,000 

In reply to another question on imports of softwoods the President 
stated that the programme of softwood imports for the year made 
full allowance for all essential uses of timber, and he anticipated no 
hold-up in the building programme from the temporary low level of 
stocks during the next few weeks. ‘ 


Factories in South Wales Development Areas 


In general, said the President, the Board of Trade were anxious to 
see built in the South Wales development area any new factory which 
would give permanent employment of the kind needed. The project 
must of course be certified under the Town and Country Planning 
Act as consistent with proper distribution of industry, and there must 
be local planning consent. The grant of the building licence depended 
— N number of factors including the kind of production contem- 
plated. 


Quota Period for Softwoods 


Asked when he expected to be able to announce the date of the 
commencement of the tenth quota period for softwoods, the President 
replied that he hoped to be able to make an announcement within the 
next few weeks. All softwood quota holders would be informed as 
soon as the decision is made. 


Accounts of Cotton Board 


The President stated that last year’s accounts of the Cotton Board 
1948 were their first and the precise form had to be settled and certain 
subsidiary matters of accounting of an exceptional kind determined 
before the accounts could be presented. In these circumstances he 
did not consider that publication was unduly delayed, but he expected 
the second year’s accounts would be available earlier. 


Retail Trade in Furniture 


Asked whether he was aware of the growing concentration of the 
retail trade in furniture; and whether he would refer this matter to 
the Monopolies Commission, the President replied that he had no 
evidence that the conditions to which the Monopolies and Restrictive 
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Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act applied prevailed as respected 
the supply of furniture. 


Exports of Rayon Piece-Goods to Australia 


Exports of rayon piece-goods from the United Kingdom to Australia 
in the first four months of 1950 amounted io £2°5 million, the President 
stated. The United Kingdom High Commissioner in Canberra 
had made a formal approach to the Australian Government expressing 
the concern of His Majesty’s Government at the increase in the 
British Preferential Tariff on rayon piece-goods. A reply was awaited. 
He could assure the House that he was giving this matter the closest 
attention. 


Index Numbers of U.K. Imports and Exports 


Asked why he had chosen 1947 as the base year against which to 
calculate relative productivity in trade and industry, the President 
replied that he assumed the question referred to the recent change 
from 1938 to 1947 as the base year of the index numbers measuring 
the volume of United Kingdom imports and exports. The change 
to a post-war year was necessary because the continued use of a 
system of weights based on pre-war prices would have distorted the 
index numbers. ‘The year 1947 was chosen because it was the most 
recent post-war year for which the detailed trade figures necessary 
for the calculation were available at the time when the change was 
initiated. 


Yarns for Hosiery 


Yarn required by hosiery manufacturers could now be purchased 
freely and without restriction except for nylon yarn, silk yarn and 
cashmere yarn, the President said. It was still necessary to allocate 
these three types of yarns for which demand considerably exceeded 
supply. 

Imports of Whisky from Canada 


Asked how much Canadian whisky was imported into this country 
during the last fiscal year; and what was the cost in dollars, the 
President replied that he regretted that as imports of whisky were not 
separately recorded the information asked for in the first part of the 
question was not available ; 6,090 gallons at a cost of 27,078 Canadian 
dollars were, however, Jicensed in 1949 for import under the Token 
Import Scheme. Apart from this, the only whisky imported from 
Canada for consumption in this country was for the United States 
Forces, the Diplomatic Corps or as gifts sent by Canadian or American 
citizens resident in this country, none of which involved this country 
in any dollar cost. 


Registration of Business Names 


During the year ended March 31, 1950, there were reported to the 
Board of ‘Trade 11 cases of firms, including six partnerships, which 
had failed to place on their letter paper the particulars required by 
Section 18 (1) of the Registration of Business Names Act, 1916, and 
prosecutions were instituted in three of these cases, one being that 
of a partnership, it was stated.

Shipments of Timber 

Answering a question about shipments of timber from Sandinavian 
and Russian ports, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. A. G. Bottomley said that in accordance with normal procedure, 
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chartering would be effected by the Timber Control in the open 
market. The proportion of British ships employed would depend 
upon the offers received from British shipowners. Preference will 
be given wherever possible to such offers. 


Prices of Utility Footwear 

Prices of Utility footwear were now controlled only by reference 
to maximum prices on sale to the public, the President said. Inter- 
mediate marginal controls had been eliminated and the proportion 
of the final selling price (which was often less than the maximum price) 
going to the manufacturer, wholesaler and retailer respectively 
depended entirely on the terms of the transactions at each stage. 


Decorated Pottery 

Asked what was the reason for the continuance of the restrictions 
on the sale of decorated china, the President replied that the reason 
was our need to earn dollars. There was still a big unsatisfied demand 
in dollar markets for the right types of domestic pottery and we could 
not yet afford to allow production to be diverted to the home market. 


Weaving of Cloth and Cotton Piece-goods 

A questioner asked what regulations were imposed by him with 
regard to the quantity of wool, cotton and rayon, to be used in the 
weaving of cloth and cotton piece-goods; and what was the variation 
in percentages compared with pre-war. The President replied that 
the only Board of Trade regulations in this matter were the Orders 
which defined the specifications of Utility cloths. ‘There were a 
large number of these specifications, covering many types of cloth, 
all cotton, all wool, all rayon and mixtures. Detailed statistics of the 
composition of mixture fabrics, either now or pre-war, were not 
available, but the quantities of rayon and cotton used in woollen 
spinning and felting, for example, in April 1950 were 500,000 Ibs. 
and 740,000 Ibs. respectively, out of a total raw material consumption 
of 27,160,000 Ibs. 


Quality of Utility Goods 
The President was asked what representations he had received from 
the appropriate trade organizations on the bad quality of Utility 
clothing, stockings and household furnishings and equipment. 
He replied that no such representations had been received, and he 
could not accept the implication concerning the quality of Utility 
goods. 


Imports of Typewriters from Germany 

In the twelve months May 1949 to April 1950, imports of type- 
writers from Germany as a whole were 11,647, from Sweden 14, and 
from all other countries 31,671, the President stated. The trade 
returns did not distinguish between the different zones of Germany 
but he had reason to think that most of the imports from Germany 
came from the Eastern Zone. Imports from Germany were paid for 
in sterling and from Sweden either in sterling or in Swedish kroner. 


Import of Scrap 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, said that the average 
monthly import of scrap was about 195,000 tons. The sources of 
supply varied from time to time, but scrap had been obtained this 
year from Germany, France, Belgium, Holland, Egypt, Irish Republic, 
Malta, Malaya, New Zealand, Singapore, and Iraq. It was not 
possible to estimate the quantity of war scrap still to be obtained 
from Germany. 


Price Control of Iron and Steel 

Asked why price control regulations remained necessary for steel, 
rolled and re-rolled steel products and wire, excepting only steel sheet 
and tinplate, Mr. Strauss replied that iron and steel prices were 
controlled in conformity with the Government’s policy of maintaining 
over as wide a field as possible low and stable prices of essential 
commodities. 


TUESDAY JUNE 27 


Prices of German Machine Tools 


A questioner asked if the Board of Trade were aware that German 
prices of machine tools bore no relation to marketing costs and even 
varied from one customer to another ; that in some instances German 
firms consistently quoted prices 20 per cent. to 30 per cent. below 
British prices ; and whether the President would make a statement on 
the policy of His Majesty’s Government. 


Mr. Bottomley replied : ‘‘ No, Sir.”’ But if the questioner cared 
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to let him have any information he had received in this matter, he 
would be glad to examine it. The Allied High Commission had 
powers under the Occupation Statute to intervene in respect of any 
proved instance of unfair trade practices in Germany. Subject, 
however, to the avoidance of such practices, the United Kingdom had 
to recognize that Germany must, if she was to pay her way again and 
to play her full part in the economic recovery of Western Europe, 
rebuild her trade in the export markets of the world ; and His Majesty’s 
Government did not intend to use their position as an Occupying Power 
to prevent an expansion of German exports, provided this was 
achieved by fair means. 


Government Factories in South Wales 


The President was asked the total capital value of the Government- 
owned factories built in the South Wales Development Area since 
1945. Including the expected expenditure on factories begun since 
1945, but not yet completed, he replied, the total capital value would 
be £11 million approximately, against which just under £10 million 
had been spent to date. 


Payment for Russian Timber 


Mr. Bottomley stated that this country was not committed to 
supply Russia with particular goods in return for the timber we 
bought. The timber was paid for in sterling which the Russian 
authorities could use to buy manufactured goods and raw materials 
from the sterling area. 


Free Trade Zones in United States 


Asked at which United States ports free trade zones existed ; 
whether he was aware of their benefit to exporters to the United States; 
and whether His Majesty’s Government would make representations 
to extend their number, Mr. Bottomley said that foreign trade zones 
existed in the following United States ports : New York, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and Seattle. He was well aware of the 
valuable services they offered to exporters taking part in the dollar 
drive, and he would draw attention to an article on the subject in the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 18 last. 

In reply to the last part of the question, the Wayne Taylor Mission 
of the Economic Co-operation Administration were informed last 
year that the United Kingdom hoped it would be possible for the 
existing facilities to be further extended. The Government did not 
think it necessary or appropriate to make further representations on 
the subject, and they understood that other zones were in fact 
contemplated. 


Prices of Fishing Nets 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey 
Rhodes, said that the increase in fishing net prices was due to sub- 
stantial increases in the cost of cotton, sisal and other raw materials 
which had to be imported at world prices. The Central Price 
Regulation Committee already controlled prices of herring drift 
nets, and they had received no evidence that the prices of other 
types were out of line with the herring net prices. The Committee 
were making enquiries about the price of hooks. 


Panama Hats 


Asked what steps were being taken to secure a supply of high 
quality palm fibres for the manufacture of hats within the sterling area, 
Mr. Hervey Rhodes replied that there had been no approach on this 
matter from the trade, but enquiries which had been made had 
revealed no known source of Panama hat fibre (Carludovica Palmata) 
within the sterling area. 


Prices of Utility Wool Cloths 


The Board of Trade had now made an Order (S.I. 1950 No. 1002) 
which provided higher maximum prices for a number of Utility wool 
cloths and introduced some new descriptions of Utility cloth, Mr. 


Rhodes said. Until there had been discussions with the clothing 
manufacturers, it was not possible to say to what extent these changes 
would affect Utility clothing prices. 


Comic Supplements 


Asked the purpose of the recent ban on the importation of comic 
supplements, Mr. Bottomley said that as was announced at the time, 
the purpose of this ban was to save dollars. 
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War Damage Claims for 
Obstructions in Waterways 


A TTENTION is drawn to the War Damage (Obstruction in Water- 
ays) Regulations, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 747), made under Section 
18 of the War Damage (Public Utility Undertakings, etc.) Act, 1949. 

The Regulations deal with payments to meet the cost of measures 
properly taken for the removal of obstructions in waterways caused 
by war damage. 

Payments will be made to waterway authorities (other than public 
utility undertakings mentioned in Section 2 of the First Schedule of 
the 1949 Act) and to owners of obstructions who have incurred the 
cost of the works. Owners of sea-going vessels and their cargoes 
which were insurable or re-insurable under the War Risks Insurance 
Act, 1939, against raising charges are not entitled to payment. 


Payments will represent the proper cost of the measures taken, less 
any amount recoverable from any other source. They will be made 
by the Board of Trade to owners of obstructions which are vessels 
or cargoes, and by the War Damage Commission to owners of any 
other obstructions. 


Payments are conditional on notification of intention to make a 
claim being given before November 12, 1950, or within 30 days of 
the occurrence of the war damage, whichever is the later, and on the 
claim being made within 30 days of the notificetion of intention to 
claim, or within 30 days of the completion of the works, whichever is 
the later. 

Notifications and claims should be sent, as appropriate, to the Board 
of Trade, Insurance and Companies Department, Jersey Road, 
Osterley, Isleworth, Middlesex, or the office of the War Damage 
Commission for the area in question.

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Paper and Board Production 
NITED KINGDOM production of paper and board continued to 


expand in the first quarter of 1950. The average rate of production 
in this period was, for all paper, over 12 per cent. greater, and, for 
board, nearly 7 per cent. greater than the post-war record rates of 
the last quarter of 1949. Total paper production averaged 92 per 
cent. of the pre-war rate while total production of board exceeded the 
pre-war rate by 34 per cent. 

All types of paper shared in the increase. Newsprint output 
showed an increase of 9 per cent. over the last quarter of 1949 and of 
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in the First Quarter of 1950 


22 per cent. over the average for the whole of that year. This higher 
level of output should, save for holiday interruptions, be maintained 
throughout 1950, but present machine capacity is now fully employed 
and no increase beyond this level can be expected until new plant is 
in operation. 

The figures in Tables IL and II below give weekly average production 
(in tons) of the various types of paper and board, together with 
percentages of average weékly production immediately before the war, 
for the months January to March.

Imports of Building Materials 
by O.E.E.C. Countries 


[“PoRT licensing restrictions have been widely relaxed by member 

countries of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation 
(O.E.E.C.) in favour of their fellow members, following the adoption 
by the Organization of the policy of liberalizing intra-European trade. 
Lists of relaxations by other member countries which affect United 
Kingdom goods have been published in the Board of Trade Journal 
in various issues from October 15, 1949, onwards. 

The relaxations apply to a wide range of goods ; they cover many 
building materials and fitments, although the lists vary from one 
country to another. 

Belgium, the Netherlands and Sweden have lifted quantitative 
restrictions from most building materials and fitments. The French 
relaxations are also numerous, but do not extend to many building 
fitments, although most of the heavy materials, such as cement, 
plaster, sanitary ware, drain pipes and certain tiles are included. 
Licences are still required for all imports into Western Germany, 
but are freely granted for goods on a list which includes a few items of 
interest to the building trade ; a recent revision of this list was pub- 
lished in the Board of Trade Journal \ast week, and circulated in the 
Special Register Service of the Board of Trade. 

Norway issues licences freely for glazed pipes, flat glass (except 
window glass), iron and steel pipes, and electric installation material. 
The lists of relaxations issued by Italy and Denmark include few 
building materials or fitments. 

It is understood that as a result of the continuing action by the 
Organization on liberalization of trade, further relaxation measures 
are under consideration by its members.

Import of Marzipan from Irish Republic 


THE Ministry of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
announces that arrangements have been made for the importation 
under individual licence of a limited quantity of marzipan from 
the Irish Republic. 


The marzipan will be imported through normal trade channels. 
Applications for import licences should be made in duplicate on 
the usual form ILD/A, obtainable from the Board of Trade, Import 
Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, S.W.1.

Imports of Beans for Human Consumption 


THE Ministry of Food announced on April 6, that as from April 10, 
1950, open individual licences would be granted for the import of 
white beans for human consumption, but that for the time being 
such licences would normally be issued only to canners of beans in 
tomato sauce. 


The intention now is to place all types of beans for human con- 
sumption, including beans for the grocery trade, on open general 
licence in the early autumn. In the meantime, the Ministry of 
Food and the Board of Trade have agreed to extend the present 
arrangements for the granting of licences and from July 1, 1950, 
to issue specific licences to any importer, whether he may be buying 
for canning or for the grocery trade. Licences to import beans from 
Chile will, however, be granted only to canners, with the exception 
of the type known as Cristales which may be brought in by any 
importer. 


Applications for specific licences for beans should be submitted 
(in duplicate) to the Board of Trade on form ILD/A which may be 
obtained from the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, Romney 
House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, or from the usual Customs 
Offices. For administrative convenience, importers are asked to 
submit their applications through the Ministry of Food, Home 
Grown Cereals Division, Stanmore, Middlesex.

Industrial Bacteria 


BACTERIA are used in all kinds of industrial processes from the 
production of yoghourt to the manufacture of solvents. In order to 
provide industry and research laboratories with the cultures they need 
a national collection of industrial bacteria was begun at the Chemical 
Research Laboratory, Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, early in the year. It took over the non-pathogenic cultures 
held by the National Collection of Type Cultures at Colindale and 
now houses some three hundred and fifty types. This number is 
expected to increase considerably as the collection becomes more 
representative of the needs of industry.

Changing Fortunes of Finnish Economy 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the First Secretary (Commercial) in Helsinki. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W. 1, will 
be pleased to answer any enquiries arising out of the article. 


HE past eighteen months have been a period of changing fortunes 

for the Finnish economy. The first half of 1949 saw the relative 

recovery of the preceding year threatened by a gradual paralysis 
of production in the export industries, the costs of which were too 
high to withstand the impact of the temporary fall in world prices 
for timber, pulp and paper. This danger was avoided by the de- 
valuation of the Finnmark by 17-7 percent. on July 5 which stimulated 
production by restoring a margin of profit to all the export industries 
except pulp. 

A further fillip to recovery was given following the general de- 
valuation of currencies against the dollar in September, when the 
Finnmark followed sterling. Pulp prices revived and were followed, 
during the first quarter of 1950, by sharp rises in the prices, in non- 
dollar markets, of most of Finland’s other main exports. The position 
at the beginning of May 1950 was that all the export industries were 
producing to full capacity and a great part of the estimated export 
surpluses for the year had already been sold at prices leaving a 
handsome profit margin. 

The currency readjustments of 1949 had also, however, led to a 
steady, though not exaggerated, increase in the cost-of-living, 
consequent upon the higher cost of imports and this was accompanied 
by rising demands from labour for wage compensation. 

In December 1949 the minority Government, led by M. Fagerholm 
(Social Democrat), had already felt obliged to decree a 7$ per cent. 
increase in the wages paid to “‘ time ’’ workers. ‘This was regarded 
as insufficient by the labour unions and, following the threat of a 
General Strike at the beginning of May 1950, the new coalition 
Government of M. Kekkonen (Agrarian) endorsed an agreement 
‘in principle’’, subject to ratification by the Employers’ Confederation 
and the Trades Union Council, under which wages of industrial 
workers would be increased by 15 per cent. and of agricultural workers 
by up to 22} per cent. Wages were again to be pegged to the cost- 
of-living index in such a way that a 5 per cent. increase in the cost-of- 
living would be compensated by a 5 per cent. wage increase. 

The full effects on industrial costs of these increases are not likely 
to be felt before 1951. The export industries have, however, declared 
that the increases are beyond their capacity to pay. Unless, therefore, 
world prices for Finnish exports rise even above their present levels, 
industrial production and employment may once again be threatened 
by rising costs. 


Production and Reparations 


As a result of the crisis during the early part of 1949, production 
of the “ export market ’’ industries showed a slight decrease for the 
year compared with 1948. Production of the ‘‘ home market ’”’ 
industries, of which the chief is the engineering industry, increased 
by 7 per cent. over the same period, 

Further extensions to Finland’s hydro-electric network were 
completed in 1949 and capacity is scheduled to increase by a further 
30 per cent. during 1950 if the necessary plant is delivered on schedule. 

The grain harvest was disappointing in 1949 as a result of bad 
weather and imports of between 100,000 and 150,000 tons of cereals 
are likely to be required in 1950. Production of animal products 
increased; the virtually self-supporting, and may 
have a small surplus available for export in 1950. 

Reparation deliveries to the Soviet Union are progressing at a very 
satisfactory pace and by April 30, 1950, 83 per cent. of the total 
burden had been completed. ‘The remainder—valued at 38-4 million 
‘ reparation ”’ dollars (about 96 million dollars at mid-1948 prices)— 
is to be delivered by September 1952. This balance consists entirely 
of products of the engineering industry—mainly ships. 

The value of exports in 1949, excluding reparation deliveries, 
increased substantially compared with 1948, whereas the value of 
imports fell slightly. An unfavourable balance of trade was registered 
in 1949, but it was much smaller than in earlier post-war years. 
Total trade, by volume, reached about 95 per cent. of the 1935 level 


as against 92 per cent. in 1948; the volume of exports increased to 


country 1s now 


80 per cent. from 67 per cent. and that of imports decreased in the 
same period to 112 per cent. from 121 per cent. in 1948. 

Trade during the first quarter of 1950 reached a very high level 
both by volume and by value. The volume of imports increased to 
150 per cent. of the level of the first quarter of 1935 and exports to 
107 per cent. The corresponding figures last year were 128 per cent. 
and 81 per cent. respectively. There was, however, a much larger 
unfavourable balance of trade than for the first quarter of 1949.

For the first time since March 1947 the terms of trade turned 


against Finland during the first quarter of 1950. 


Trade with the United Kingdom 


The United Kingdom continued to occupy first place in Finland’s 
foreign trade in 1949. Exports to the United Kingdom were valued 
at 17,066-6 million Fmks. (approximately £28-4 million) compared 
with 15,429-2 million Fmks. (about £28-6 million) in 1948. Imports 
from the United Kingdom were valued at 12,045-8 million Fmks, 
(£20-2 million) compared with 13,314°7 million Fmks. (£247 
million). During the first quarter of 1950 Finnish exports amounted 
to 2,864-0 million Fmks. and imports to 3,304:5 million Fmks. 
The first quarter is traditionally the period during which trade is 
at its lowest level during the year owing to ice conditions. 

Discussions about trade and payments between the United Kingdom 
and Finland in the present year concluded in London on March 13, 
1950. During these discussions it was estimated that the value of 
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trade in each direction in 1950 would be considerably higher than 
the 1949 levels. 

The Finnish delegation expressed interest in importing essential 
goods including substantial quantities of coal and coke, iron and steel, 
wool and wool tops, wheat and sugar. Among commodities which it 
is hoped that the Finns will license are included the following :— 
Machinery, chemicals, herrings, spirits and liquors, manufactured 
foodstuffs, metal and office furniture, cutlery, razors and blades, scien- 
tific and measuring instruments, sensitized photographic materials, 
clocks and watches and parts, engineers’ cutting and forming tools, 
glue and gelatine, radio components, telephone and telecommunica- 
tions equipment, domestic electrical machinery, harvester binding 
machines and combine harvesters, office machinery, sewing machines, 
cotton piece-goods, wool cloth, interlinings, rayon fabrics, insulating 
cloth including tape, hosiery and knitwear, woven outerwear, head- 
gear, paints, printing inks, dyestuffs, solvents and plasticizers, surgical 
dressings and plasters, coal tar products, leather goods, leather cloth 
and table oilcloth, surgical rubber goods, tyres (motor vehicle and 
bicycle), tractors and parts, motor cars and parts, commercial vehicles 
and parts, delivery vans and estate cars, industrial trucks, motor 
cycles, bicycles, garage equipment and tools, floor coverings, musical 
instruments, oil lamps and lanterns, stationery goods, 


Trade with Soviet and U.S. 


The Soviet Union was Finland's second most important trading 
partner in 1949 and total trade, at 15,651 million Fmks., increased 
slightly compared with 1948 when it amounted to 15,228-6 million 
Fmks. Finland received such valuable dollar-saving supplies as 
petroleum and cereals from the Soviet Union and exported a sub- 
stantial quantity of prefabricated houses. During the present year 
trade has been virtually at a standstill owing to a deadlock in the 
Fenno-Soviet trade negotiations which lasted from November 1949 
till March 1950 without result. The negotiations were, however, 
resumed in April and have resulted in the signature, in Moscow on 
June 13, of two new trade agreements. One covers trade in detail 
during the remainder of 1950; the other is a 5-year agreement setting 
up a general programme of trade for the years 1951-1955 

Finland’s dollar problem became acute during 1949 owing to the 
virtual cessation of United States purchases of pulp—Finland’s main 
dollar earner—and the value of total trade (in terms of dollars) with 
the United States fell by almost a quarter during the year. Prospects 
in 1950 are much brighter owing to the resumption of United States 
purchases of pulp. 


Future Business Prospects 


The main economic problem which confronts Finland is how to 
reduce the cost of production. Before the war Finland was one of 
the lowest cost producing countries in Europe. At present, costs, 
not only in industry but also in agriculture, are among the highest 
in Europe, and, following the recent wage agreements, likely to go 
higher still. Efforts are therefore being made to rationalize and 
mechanize in both industry and agriculture. 

The expanded engineering industry will require to find markets 
for the increasing capacity made available because of the gradual 
ending of reparations and will undoubtedly be given preference on 
the home market wherever possible. ‘This industry, though a high 
cost one, is relatively modern in that much of it has been built up 
since the war and it is therefore unlikely that it will require heavy 
plant replacements for some years to come. Nevertheless, as it is the 
intention of the Finnish Government to maintain its present level of 
capacity, it will probably continue to offer a substantial market for 
imported raw and semi-finished products. 

Further power schemes—both hydro-electric and thermal—are 
projected and much of the machinery for these will require to be 
imported. 

Much of the plant of the pulp and papermills is old-fashioned and 
will require replacement. Local industry, which has been manu- 
facturing such plant for reparations, will probably obtain the bulk 
of these orders, but, if the foreign exchange situation permits, some 
orders may be placed abroad. The mercantile marine also requires 
replacement but, here again, the bulk of the orders will probably be 
placed locally. 

The machinery of the textile industry is very old and its replace- 
ment is becoming a high priority. A number of orders are likely 
to be placed abroad for this and also for food-processing machinery. 

There is a substantial demand for imported chemicals, dyes, and 
raw materials for the textile and rubber industries and also for tractors 
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(but not other agricultural machinery—which is made locally) and 
fertilizers for agriculture. 


Finland has never been an important market for consumer goods 
manufactured in the United Kingdom. Nevertheless, the Finnish 
authorities have agreed to grant import licences for a fairly wide range 
of such goods in 1950. The country’s exchange reserves are still 
low but, as the drain of reparations diminishes and provided the export 
industries can continue to compete on world markets, an increasing 
amount of exchange should become available for other needs. The 
value of licences issued for less essential goods may therefore expand 
gradually. 


Financial Conditions 


The Government expenditure still exceeds the estimates by sub- 
stantial amounts and three Supplementary Budgets were introduced 
during 1949. A first Supplementary Budget for 1950 was presented 
to the Diet on April 21. 

State indebtedness at the end of 1949 was 18,200 million Fmks. 
higher than a year previously, owing to the writing up of the foreign 
debt following devaluation; the internal debt fell slightly over the 
period. 


During 1949 revenue amounted to 126,000 million Fmks. and 
expenditure to 132,600 million Fmks. respectively compared with 
113,692 million and 104,587 million in 1948. 

The Bank of Finland’s gold holdings as at March 31, 1950, were 
valued at 357-4 million Fmks. and foreign currency at 4,733-9 million 
Fmks. as against 268-8 million Fmks. and 1,755-3 million Fmks. 
respectively a vear earlier. The note circulation has risen from 
27,740-9 million Fmks. on April 30, 1949, to 30,265-7 million Fmks. 
on April 29, 1950.

Anglo-Spanish Negotiations 


piscu SSIONS took place in Madrid from June 12 to 21 between 

a United Kingdom Delegation and representatives of the Spanish 
Government in order to consider the probable course of trade and 
payments during the twelve months — June 30, 1951. 

Satisfactory arrangements were made with re gard to United King- 
dom imports of raw materials such as iron ore, pyrites and potash, 
and an estimate was made in respect of probable United Kingdom 
purchases of fruit and other commodities now on Open General 
Licence. 

On the export side the Spanish authorities presented an estimate of 
their essential requirements from the United Kingdom, such as coal, 
pitch and creosote, fertilizers, electrical and textile machinery, railway 
material, mining machinery, machine tools, etc. The United 
Kingdom Delegation stressed the importance attached to the resump- 
tion of facilities for a number of goods for which Spain has been a 
traditional market, including special steels, internal combustion 
engines, motor cars, commercial vehicles and tractors, machinery of 
various types, medical and pharmaceutical products. 

A shorter and somewhat less detailed list of these manufactured 
goods was drawn up to a total value of approximately £6-5 million, 
and the Spanish Delegation gave assurances that the import licensing 
authorities would issue licences up to this amount spread fairly evenly 
over the year. ‘This is a more definite undertaking than has been given 
on previous occasions, and although the list is smaller than the 
United Kingdom would wish, the total appears to be more realistic 
than for the two previous years, and there are, therefore, grounds for 
expecting the result to be less disappointing than in the past. 

Financial remittances to cover royalties, dividends, fees, etc., will 
continue as they have done recently. 

It was also agreed that the Joint Consultative Committee would meet 
more frequently to review the progress of the new arrangements, and 
that there would, if necessary, be a further meeting between the 
representatives of the two Governments towards the end of 1950 to 
review progress. 

Full details of the arrangements will not be published. tat further 
information will be given in due course to the appropriate trade 
associations.

Anglo-Czechoslovak Talks 


HE DISCUSSIONS which have been taking place in Prague 

between the representatives of the Governments of the United 
Kingdom and of Czechoslovakia to make detailed arrangements for 
the second year’s trade under the five-year Anglo-Czechoslovak 
Trade Agreement signed in London in 1949, were concluded on 
June 22.

Tax Payments by Commercial Travellers 
in Belgian Congo

the Local Authorities have recently begun to enforce the Income Tax 
Decree of August 12, 1937, upon commercial travellers and others 


visiting the Belgian Congo for business purposes. The tax is payable 
at a rate of Frs. 10,000 a year, but in the case of persons spending less 
than six months in the Belgian Congo the tax is reduced to Frs. 5,000 

The authorities have explained that in recent years this tax has not 
normally been claimed from business men and firms not established 
in the Congo, but that under recent instructions, it has henceforth to 
be enforced in each case.

Blocked Mark Accounts in Western 
Germany and Berlin 

THE Foreign Office announce that General Licence No. 34 issued in 
Germany on May 10, 1950, by the Bank Deutscher Laender, provides 
that taxes, fees, legal and other charges incurred in connection with 
assets in the Federal Territory or in Western Berlin owned by persons 
residing outside Germany, may now be paid from funds held in the 
blocked accounts of such owners in banks in the Western Zones of 
Germany. Parallel legislation will provide for the similar use of 
blocked mark funds held in the Western Sectors of Berlin.

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Italy and Annecy Tariff 
Agreement 


A NOTICE published in the Bulletin of the Italian Foreign Trade 

Institute on June 1 announces that, following the signature by the 
Italian Government on April 30, 1950, of the Annecy Protocol of 
Terms of Accession to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
the tariff concessions made by Italy to the other Contracting Parties 
at Annecy came into force on May 30, 1950. 

These concessions are based on the new rates of duty in the draft 
of the new Italian customs tariff, which has not yet been brought into 
force. As from May 30 and until the entry into force of the new tariff, 
the import duty charged on the goods included in the schedule of 
Italian tariff concessions annexed to the Annecy Protocol will be 
either the duty laid down by the existing customs tariff plus the 10 
per cent. ad valorem Licence Tax or the new duty specified in the 
Annecy schedule, whichever is the lower. It is understood that the 
10 per cent. Licence Tax is to be abolished for all goods when the new 
tariff comes into force. 

The Annecy schedule of Italian tariff concessions may be seen at 
the Board of Trade Enquiry Room, Thames House (North), Millbank, 
London, S.W.1, or copies may be purchased from His Maijesty’s

Exports to Italy 


IS MAJESTY’S Representative at Rome reports that a warning 
notice has been issued to Italian importers about the growing prac- 
tice of submitting urgent applications fer import licences in respect of 
goods which have already been ordered and consigned from the 
supplying country. Hitherto licences have often been granted in 
such circumstances, even for goods of types which would not normally 
be admitted, but steps are now being taken to check the practice. 
British exporters are reminded that it is unwise to ship any goods to 
Italy of a kind subject to import licensing control without first making 
sure that the importer is in possession of a valid licence.

Import Trade Control in Ceylon 
THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Colombo has 
forwarded a copy of a notice, issued by the Controller of Imports in 
Ceylon, which states that Glass Beads and Bangles (Item C.149.B) 
require licences when imported into Ceylon from any source.

Importation of Pharmaceutical 
Products into Syria 


HE Board of Trade has been informed that new regulations have 

been brought into force governing the importation of pharma- 

ceutical products in Syria. 

The main provisions of these regulations are :— 

(a) That pharmaceutical specialities must be licensed to be sold 
and used in the country of export and must be accompanied by 
a certificate to this effect issued by the government of the country 
concerned, 

(b) That in addition to the provision at (a) application for the 
importation of new pharmaceutical specialities imported for the 
first time: must be accompanied by ten samples and the 
necessary descriptive literature in order that the product may 
be studied before importation. 

(c) That an import licence must be obtained from the Ministry of 
Public Health before an order is confirmed by the importer. 


“ 


In order that British exporters may conform to the provision at 
(a) the Ministry of Health is prepared, on application, to issue a 
certificate to each exporter concerned covering all or any particular 
part of his products which may lawfully be sold in Great Britain in 
accordance with statutory requirements. It will then be for the 
exporter to arrange that this certificate is lodged with the Syrian 
Ministry of Public Health, Damascus. 

Once this certificare is lodged with the Ministry of Public Health 
no further certificates will be required, except in respect of any other 
pharmaceutical preparations introduced on the market. 


Persian Import Quotas 


N the notice published in the Board of Trade Journal on June 10, 

page 1222, it was stated that all invoices, and all bills sent for collec- 
tion after June 10, 1950, must bear the number, date and place of 
issue of the appropriate quota reservation. It should be noted that, 
as was stated on page 1127 of the Board of Trade Journal of May 27, 
1950, this regulation does not apply to bills sent under documentary 
credits opened by authorized banks in Persia. 


Pakistan Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Pakistan has 

forwarded a copy of a public notice dated June 15, 1950, issued by 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports at Karachi in which it is 
stated that import licences issued from the offices of the Chief Con- 
troller of Imports and Exports, Karachi, and the Deputy Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Chittagong, on or after May 1, 
1950, which are valid for all countries except the American Account 
Area, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, India and Japan for the period 
to June 30, 1950, shall remain valid for a period of three months from 
the date of issue of the licence. No further extension will be granted.

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Revised Indian Import Regulations 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of Public Notice No. 14 I.T.C.(P.N.)/50 issued 

: by the Indian Ministry of Commerce on June 15, 1950, which 
gives the principles governing the issue of import licences for July- 
December 1950 and the issue of advance import licences for January- 
June 1951. 

The main effects of these regulations so far as they apply to the 
United Kingdom are as follows :— 
1. Forward commitments for the period January-June 1951 can 
be entered into and applications made forthwith, in respect of a 
substantial range of goods particularly raw materials and other 
requirements of industries. In the case of such items two sets of 
licences will be issuable, one in respect of July-December 1950 and 
one in respect of January-June 1951. The present issue of licences 
for January-June 1951 covers only items for which it is possible to 
make firm long-term commitments in advance and in anticipation 
of the general licensing policy for that period, which will be finally 
announced later. The exclusion of any item from this scheme does 
not mean that the commodity will not be licensed when the final 
policy for that period is formulated. (The Schedule below indicates 
the items which are covered by the scheme.) 
2. Import licences will be granted to the following three classes 
of applicants :— 

(a) Established importers who will be allotted quotas based on their 
past imports. These quotas will be calculated by applying 
the quota percentage fixed (these are given in the Schedule 
below) to half the c.i.f. value of the goods (falling under the same 
Serial No. in the Import Trade Control Schedule) imported by 
the applicant from the soft currency area (or where no licences 
are to be issued for hard currency countries etc., all sources) in 
the basic year chosen by him (i.e. any year between 1937-38 and 
1949-50, inclusive). Licences issued against quotas calculated 
for imports from the soft currency area will be made valid for 
imports from all or any of the countries included in that area 
according to the desire of the importer as indicated in his 
application and not necessarily for import from the country or 
countries included in that area from which the basic imports 
may have been made. 

No quota licences will be granted in cases where the quota 
found admissable is less than Rs.250 except where otherwise 
stated. 

(b) Actual users of goods required as raw materials or accessories 
for use in industrial concerns who will be granted licences on 
the basis of their requirements, and 

(c) Newcomers, i.e. those who are dealing in the line of goods 
which they wish to import but do not qualify as established 
importers or actual users. Items for which newcomers may 
make application are indicated on the Schedule below. 

3. Inthe case of goods to be licensed ad hoc the overriding considera- 
tion will be the availability of foreign exchange. Preference will 
generally be given to applications for goods required by actual users 
for purposes connected with industria! production. Licences will

6. These regulations do not apply to goods covered by the Capital 
Goods and Heavy Electrical Plant licensing Schemes (see Board of 
Trade Journal of May 22, 1948, and December 18, 1948.). 
7. Importers are advised not to make any firm commitments with 
foreign suppliers or arrange for shipment of any licensable goods 
without first obtaining the necessary import licence. Unauthorized 
imports are liable to be severely penalized (see Board of Trade Journal 
of July 30, 1949). 
8. The limiting factor for purposes of clearance of goods from 
Customs is the c.i.f. value shown on the licence.

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Preparation of Cuban Consular 
Invoices 


HE Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Havana has 

forwarded a translation of Decree No. 1518 of May 26, 1950, 
published in the Cuban Official Gazette on June 9, 1950, regarding 
the preparation of Cuban Consular Invoices. The full text of the 
Decree is as follows :— 

First : Cuban Consuls abroad shall not place their visa on Consular 
Invoices in respect of merchandise being shipped to Cuba, if 
the shipper has not previously identified it in the said invoice 
with the number corresponding to each article by tariff item and 
letter in the form of preclassification used in the ‘ Classifier,” 
prepared by the Directorate-General of Statistics of the Ministry 
of Finance. 

Seconp : When it is a question of shippers working for the account 
of others, jobbers, intermediaries or distributors, the commercial 
invoice shall be accompanied by the invoices or original documents 
from the manufacturer or from the original producers of the said 
merchandise, in authentic form; and no Consular invoice shall 
be stamped with a visa if it is not accompanied by these docu- 
ments. This requirement shall not be applicable when the 
original producers ship direct to Cuba. 

Tuirp: These regulations shall enter into force on the first day 
of August 1950, and the Ministers of State and Finance shall 
be responsible for the fulfilment of this Decree in so far as each 
one is concerned. 

Given in the Palace of the Presidency, Havana, May 26, 1950. 


United States of America 
Tariff Investigations under United States “ Escape Clause ” 
in Trade Agreements 


WHEN an application from domestic interests had been received by 
the United States Tariff Commission under Executive Order 10082 
(the ‘‘ escape clause ’’) for an increase in import duty on a particular 
item or items, the Tariff Commission will consider such application 
on its merits and, if they feel that it is warranted, they will order an 
investigation (including a public hearing) to determine whether such 
items are being imported into the United States in such relatively 
increased quantities as to threaten serious injury to the domestic 
industry. 

Upon notification of an investigation, United Kingdom exporters 
of the item or items concerned are urged to get in touch with their 
importing agency in the United States with a view to ensuring that 
the latter file a suitable brief with the United States Tariff Commission 
or send a representative to the hearings. In this way it should be 
possible to make sure that the interests of the United Kingdom 
exporter and the United States importer are adequately represented

and re-import procedure for those goods which United Kingdom 
firms show at overseas fairs, the Board of Trade has revised its ‘‘ Notes 
for the guidance of United Kingdom firms exhibiting at Trade 
Exhibitions and Fairs Abroad.”’ 

These notes have been prepared in collaboration with H.M. 
Customs and Excise and the Bank of England and deal with United 
Kingdom regulations governing export licensing, import licensing 
and re-import procedure, purchase tax, exchange control and so on. 
In these notes United Kingdom firms exhibiting abroad are once 
again reminded that valuable overseas editorial publicity can some- 
times be obtained through the Information Division of the Board of 
Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, S.W.1. Exhibitors are, therefore, 
urged to send suitable news releases about their products to Informa- 
tion Division.
